tion of Almighty power, and that at 
the latest period of his earthly exist. 
ence ! But will any man risk his etern- 
al salvation on this foundation ! 


But the Treatise before us not only 
represents repentance as unnecessar) 
to salvation, but endeavours to pour 
contempt upon the work of the Holy 
Spirit, in producing conviction of sin, 
repentance, and the just fear of God. — 
*“ How often do professed Ciristians,” 
says the author, “ address the Almigh- 
ty, and say, * hudst ‘thou been just to 
have marked iniquity, we should, long 
since, have been in the grave, with the 
dead, and in hell with the damned,’— 
This address amounts to nvthing more 
or less, than a comptimental accusation 
against God, for injustice.” (p, 123.)— 
In this the sentimen t is clesrly implied 
that sin does no: deserve either death 
or hell; and of course. we cannot say 
it is of the Lord’s mercy we are not con- 
sumed. If we donot deserve death or 
hell, it will follow that there is no dis- 
play of mercy in our preservation in 
this world, or our salvation in the next 
And this will be foand a full answer to 
all this author’s reasoning trom the jus 
tice of God in favour of Universal Sal 
For if it would not be just tor 
God to panish us forever, then it wi'l 
bean. act of justice, and not of grace 
to save us forever. And thus we are 
unavoidably led to this conclusion, if 
this scheme of salvation be true, that 
there is no grace in our salvation, and 
that no gratitude is due te the author of 
eternal life ! 

Concerning the, passages of scripture 
alleged in the ‘I'reatise as proof of the 
-docirine of Universal Salvation, ! have 
only time to remark very briefly, that 
they have nothing todo with the point 
in dispute. They are taken away from 
the analogy of scripture upon the punish- 
ment ofthe wicked. “They are taken 
away from. their contexts, which would 
determine their meaning. Figurative 
“paxsages are taken literally, and. liter- 

al passages'figuratively. In this way 
it ix, the most terrible threatenings in 
the word of God are changed into prom- 
ises.of the greatest good.

At the commencement of the pres- 
ent war between France and Spain, a 
general and confident expectation pre-
